‘GIVE US AN HONEST BREAK’ 


I NDEPENDENT traders, 
local politicians and 
business experts have 
held a summit to keep up 
the pressure on Government 
to rethink its huge hikes in 
business rates. 

From April, hundreds of 
Hackney businesses will have to 
find tens of thousands of pounds 
extra. Some face an increase of 
over £100,000. There will be 
similar rises over the following 
four years, and many owners fear 
they will be forced to close. 

This is because the Government 
has revalued their premises, 
which business rates are based 
on, and property prices have 


doubled in parts of Hackney. 

About 80 small business 
owners turned out for the 
summit on 24 February at 
Hackney House. They heard 
speeches from Mayor of 
Hackney, Philip Glanville; 

MP for Hackney South and 
Shoreditch, Meg Hillier; Sue 
Terpilowski from the Federation 
of Small Businesses; and 
Rachel Laurence from the New 
Economics Foundation. 

Business owners Rosie 
Wolfenden (Tatty Devine), Len 
Maloney (JC Motors) and Sarah 
Haque (Urban Species) took to 
the stage to tell their stories and 
express their fears for the future. 


Earlier this month, the 
Council and East End Trades 
Guild launched a petition 
calling on the Government to 
provide support for businesses 
disproportionately affected. 

Mayor Glanville said: “Our 
borough has a history of 
collective action; of standing up 
in the face of injustice. 

“The sheer severity of the 
impact is unjustifiable if you 
have any care for the social, 
cultural or economic fabric of 
this area’s communities.” 

Meg Hillier said she would 
make sure Hackney’s voice was 
heard in Parliament, adding: 
“This is the biggest onslaught on 


small businesses that I have seen 
in my lifetime.” 

Len’s garage in Haggerston 
works with a local charity to 
provide job opportunities and 
mentoring for young people. He 
said: “These increases threaten 
my livelihood and my small team 
of workers. At JC Motors we try 
to give our customers and our 
staff an honest break. I think we 
deserve the same treatment.”

their community. 

“Despite receiving

changing facility on 
Hackney Marshes. 

The project led by the 
Council in partnership with 
the Football Foundation 
and England and Wales 
Cricket Board will replace 
an outdated pavilion, on 
North Marsh, which has 
reached the end of its life. 

It will include 16 
changing rooms and four 
officials’ rooms, alongside 
a new social space that will 
overlook the cricket show- 
pitch. It is a one-storey 


building designed to be as 
unobtrusive as possible. 

The facility will be 
complemented by new 
landscaping, and a stand of 
poplars. The parking area 


will incorporate sustainable 
drainage, meaning 
the surface will be 
fully permeable. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhoods, 

Transport and Parks, said: 
“Lots of people told us they 
wanted this new pavilion, 
so it’s fantastic that we’re 
finally able to start building 
it. We’ve worked closely 
with the architect and 
landscape architect to 
make sure it complements 
the beauty and wildlife of 
the Marshes.” 

During construction, the 
Council will work with 
contractors to minimise 
the impact of the works, 
so the Marsh can be 
accessed as normal.

A COMPANY that 
built a huge loft 
extension without 
planning permission in a 
conservation area, then 
ignored an enforcement 
notice to demolish it, 
has been slapped with a 
£40,000 fine. 

Sternglade, which 
owns the property in 
Stoke Newington, was 


also ordered to pay costs 
of £1,760 and a victim 
surcharge of £170 on 
3 February at Thames 
Magistrates Court. 

The property in Evering 
Road, E5, is a large 
Victorian villa, currently let 
out as flats, and is in the 
Northwold and Cazenove 
Conservation Area. The 
roof, which had been 


extended to the back and 
side, was unacceptable in 
terms of design and scale. 

The Council originally 
took enforcement action 
in 2009, ordering the 
demolition of the extension 
by March 2010. When the 
company failed to do so, 
the Council prosecuted. 

Sternglade pleaded guilty 
to the offence of failure to 


comply with a Council 
enforcement notice and 
had to pay £4,700 in 
fines and costs. 

Between 2009 and 
2010, it gained planning 
permission for an 
alternative scheme, but 
did not take any steps to 
rectify the building. For 
more info, visit: www.

“I started taking classes 
when I was seven,” says 
Tahj Miles. Now aged 
15, his starry CV already 
includes playing Simba 
in the award-winning 
West End musical ‘The 
Lion King’ and Nipper in 
Cameron Mackintosh’s 
production of ‘Oliver!’. 

“I left the theatre school 
accidentally,” he continues. 
Adding: “Because they 
were so brilliant at getting 
me acting jobs, I never had 
any time to go classes!” 

The school in question is 
Anna Fiorentini. Founded 
in Homerton 16 years 
ago, it has been putting 
Hackney’s children on stage 
and screen ever since. 

Jermain Jackman, 2014’s 
winner of the ‘The Voice 
UK’, is a former student. 

But, says the founder 
after whom the school was 



named: “Although we are 
proud of our students who 
get professional performing 
work, we are just as proud 
of those whose academic 
studies improve thanks to 
their increased confidence 
and thirst for learning.” 

Saturdays see students 
aged seven to 18 filing 
into Clapton Girls 
Academy, where Anna 
runs a timetable of drama, 
song, dance and film 
skills. The teachers are all 
industry professionals:

T HEY call me the 
baking lady,” 
says Alice Boyle. 
Adding: “The 
embarrassing thing is, 

I have no expertise in 
baking at all.” 

Alice is the founder 
of Luminary Bakery. 
Tempting smells of tray 
bakes, cakes and breads 
have been wafting out 
from its Stoke Newington 
premises since it moved 
there from Limehouse last 
year. It is, however, no 
typical bakery. 

“My dream was always 
to provide a safe space for 
marginalised women to 
build their confidence and 
employability. Baking just 
turned out to be the best 
way to do that,” she says. 

Growing up, Alice knew 
she wanted to do a job 
that was helpful. It was 
not until she travelled to 
Thailand that she saw a 
way to do that, however. 

She explains: “I was 
volunteering for an 
organisation that helped 
former sex workers rebuild 
their lives. It seemed like 
such a brilliant, holistic 
way to support them. 

And I knew that Bangkok 
wasn’t the only place 
where women were 
being exploited. There 
were plenty back home 
who needed help too.” 

Returning to London, she 
found a job at charity-run 
cafe Kahaila, in Brick Lane, 
and took every opportunity 
to canvass opinions from 
local women. 

“I did outreach 
work among women 
in prostitution around 
Whitechapel,” she says. 
Adding: “I went to 
meetings to see what was 
already on offer. I even got 
to know the homeless lady 
who came into the cafe to 
use our loos.” 

Slowly, her idea began 
to take form. Alice says: 
“Two members of the 
little team I built were 
talented bakers, so it made 
sense, we could teach 


disadvantaged women 
the professional skills of 
baking, empower them to 
build a career, and sell their 
products in the cafe.” 

As an idea, it was 
brilliantly simple. The 
reality, however, involved 
blood, sweat and tears. 

“Building contacts, 
getting funding, finding 
premises and equipment... 
It’s all extremely hard 
work when you’re a tiny 
team running on little 
more than passion. But it 
does mean we find creative 
ways around problems,” 
she says. 

In September 2014, 

Alice and her team of four 
finally welcomed their first 
group of trainees. 

“We get referrals from 
a number of different 
agencies, charities and 
hostels and end up 
with a cohort of up to 
seven women per group,” 
she says. 

They can range in age 
from 18 to 65. For one day 
a week, over six months, 
they all learn how to bake 
professionally. Slowly, 
confidence and skills 
that have been eroded by 
abuse, crime, prostitution 
or poverty begin to bloom 
again. And on graduating, 
they receive a Food 
Hygiene Level 2 certificate, 
and an OCR entry level 
Life Skills qualification. 

“One woman burst into 
tears when she saw her first 
loaf of bread come out 
of the oven. She just 
couldn’t believe that she 
had created something so 
perfect,” says Alice. 

In fact, the goods that 
trainees turn out are so 
perfect that Luminary 
now supplies 12 cafes 
across London, caters for 
private events including 
weddings, and teaches 
classes to the public. 

It was this expansion 
that prompted the bakery’s 
relocation to their new, 
bigger premises in Stoke 
Newington last year. It has 
a larger kitchen, an area 
for mums and children, 
and a training room for 
students. Making it happen

however, was ‘a struggle,’ 
says Alice. The team 
launched a crowdfunding 
campaign to fund building 
work, offered baked goods 
and master-classes in return 
for generosity, and accepted 
donated equipment. 

Finally, however, the 
effort paid off. 

“In these premises we 
can take two cohorts of 
trainees at once so we’re 
helping twice as many 
women,” says Alice. 


In April, the last phase of 
building work is due to be 
completed, and the team 
plans to open a cafe, too. 

Until then, however, 
we must make do with 
walking past and catching 
the tantalizingly sweet 
smell of success.

Dalston resident 
Sarah Parish attended 
a recent pit stop at 
Butterfield Green and 
explained why getting a 
bike security marked 


is important. She said: “I 
bought a bike for my son 
on eBay, and because I’d 
had my own bike marked 
at a pit stop last year, I 
recognised the red bike 
register sticker on the photo. 

“When the bike arrived 
it looked like the seller had 
scraped off the sticker, 
which seemed odd. I 
contacted the police, who 
confirmed it was stolen and 


managed to reunite it with 
its owner. I got a refund 
from eBay and bought 
my son a new bike, which 
I’ve brought to be security 
marked. Anyone who owns 
a bike should get it security 
marked, and always ask the 
seller if it’s been registered 
before buying a second¬ 
hand bike.” 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, said: 
“Even if you don’t have 
a bike, pop down to a pit 
stop for advice on how to 
start cycling. We are getting 
rid of rat runs, improving 


junctions and putting in 
cycle crossings to make 
cycling in the borough safer 
and more attractive. 

“We offer free cycle 
training sessions for adults 
and families, and advise on 
the best and quietest routes 
throughout the borough.”

Hundreds of extra bins to replace housing estates’ old-fashioned chutes 


THE Council is closing 
195 Os-era waste chutes 
and providing hundreds 
of extra bins in a bid to 
encourage more recycling 
on housing estates. 

Waste chutes were built 
into many post-war blocks 
to make it convenient for 
residents to dispose of 
their rubbish. At that time, 
households produced far 
less rubbish: most groceries 


weren’t pre-packaged, 
milk came in reusable glass 
bottles, and the rubbish 
that was produced was 
generally small and light. 

Nowadays, food is 
pre-packaged, homes 
are full of consumer 
electronics delivered 
in bulky cardboard 
packaging, and it is easier 
to replace a T-shirt for a 
few pounds than repair it. 


As well as producing 
more waste, residents are 
recycling more. In 2002, 
Hackney only recycled 
one per cent of its rubbish; 
now it’s over 25 per cent. 
The volume and type of 
waste that gets thrown 
down chutes also means 
they easily get blocked, in 
fact, the Council spends 
about £75,000 each year 
unblocking chutes. 


Therefore waste chutes 
are being sealed and 
new bin stores built 
instead, with recycling 
and rubbish bins next to 
each other. Ninety-four 
chute entrances have been 
blocked off at Milton 
Gardens Estate in Stoke 
Newington, and similar 
work will take place on 
Hoxton’s Geffyre Estate 
and Broadway House, E8.

national disability 
charity has 
launched a 

radical new programme in 
Hackney: rock climbing 
for people who are deaf 
and blind. 

Supported by a Sports 
England grant of £400,000, 
the six-week course at Castle 
Climbing Centre, in Stoke 
Newington, started this 


month. It is part of a wider 
programme by charity 
Sense to get more disabled 
people practicing sport 
across England.

LOCAL GP practices are offering free health checks to 
residents aged 40 to 74. 

The NHS Health Check is an opportunity for people to 
take control of their health, review their lifestyle and 
make changes, from exercising more and drinking less 
alcohol, to switching to a healthier diet and stopping 
smoking. The check helps to prevent cardiovascular 
diseases such as heart attacks and stroke, which 
are Britain’s second biggest killer. Evidence shows 
that having the check can also help lower the risk of 
developing kidney disease, type 2 diabetes and some 
types of dementia. 

More than 35,000 people are entitled to have a free 
health check in Hackney and every GP surgery in the 
borough offers this service to patients.

Help improve services 
for disabled residents 

A USER led training programme from Hackney CVS 
is helping to give people an opportunity to improve 
Council services for disabled residents. 

The award-winning training programme is led by a 
group of residents who collect real-life - positive 
and negative - experiences from disabled people in 
Hackney who use Council services. 

These anonymous case studies are then shared among 
Council staff, who take part in the training with the 
aim of helping to change the way services are run, by 
reflecting on the experiences of those who use them. 
This is the first time that this type of training has been 
used at the Council. 

It won the Patient’s Association Award for 
Innovative Ways of Involvement in 2015 for the 
training it delivered for NHS and social care staff in 
City & Hackney.

Ingredients 

•2 heads of cauliflower 
•200g kale 
•lOOg pumpkin seeds 
•300g tagliatelle pasta 
•150g thyme 
•50g rosemary 
•2 shallots (roughly chopped) 
• 200ml double cream. 


Method 

•Cut one head of cauliflower into small florets 

•Season the florets, and roast in the oven for 
around 10 minutes 

• Boil a pot of water 

• Cut the other cauliflower head into small 
pieces and add to the water with the shallots, 
thyme and rosemary, ensuring the water is 
just covering the cauliflower

Have your say on development of the ‘Dalston Quarter’ 


THE Council is gathering 
views on the development 
of a new cultural quarter 
in the centre of Dalston, 
aimed at protecting and 
enhancing the area’s 
reputation as one 
of London’s most 
creative and dynamic 
neighbourhoods.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
